- hopefully some will make it. About the middle of 
March, the toads took up residence in the stream 
and left their ropes of eggs as the only evidence of 
their being there at all. 

Lesser Celandine is flowering by the stream 
banks, Coltsfoot is in evidence on the grassy banks, 
where it loves the sunshine (who does’n’t?). The 
Stickleback males are now getting their ’red bel- 
lies’, which they hope will pull the females like a 
magnet. 

Lots of people have ’phoned and told me about 
the Mallard ducks in and around the pond area; 
they might nest in the area, so keep your eyes 
peeled.
